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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 11-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Saka et al 
(US 6590521) does not teach the collating unit performs a first collation between an 
object detected by the radar detection unit in a present radar detection and a previous 
fusion object performs a second collation between an object detected by the image 
detection unit in a present image detection and the previous fusion object and 
determines whether the radar detection unit and the image detection unit detect the 
identical object in the present collation based on the first and the second collations.
